successors  and  assigns  in  lee  simple,  cr  for  any 
lesser  estate,  all  such  tends,  tenements,  hered- 
itaments and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall 
be  necessary  and  useful  to  them  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  works,  and  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
of  having  a common  seal,  the  same  beaking  and 
altering  at  pleasure,  and  of  doing  all  and  every 
other  matter  and  thing  concerning  the  subject 
aforesaid,  which  a coiporation  or  body  politic, 
may  lawfully  do.

son  or  persons  driving,  or  having  care  or  charge 
of  any  such  cart,  waggon  or  other  carriage  of 
burthen,  shall  refuse  lo  drive  tile  same  into  any 
such  scales  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  re  fusing  sh  all  f orfeit  and  pay 
to  the  said  president,  managers  and  company, 
any  sum  not  Jess  than  five  dollars, nor  more  than 
eight  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner 
herein  after  mentioned 

Sec.  9.  And  be  il  further  enacted,  That  no 
waggon  or  other  carriage  with  four  wheels, 
the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall  not  be  four  in- 
ches, shall  be  drawn  along  tlie  said  road  with 
a greater  weight  thereon  than  three  tons  ; that 
no  such  carriage,  the  bred  th  of  whose  wheels 
shall  net  be  seven  inches  or  being  six  inches 
or  more  shall  roll  at  least  ten  inches,  shall  be 
drawn  along  the  said  roads  with  mot  ethan  five 
tons  : that  no  such  carriage,  the  breadth  Of 
whose  wheels  shall  not  be  ten  inches  or  more, 
or  being  less  shall  not  roll  at  least  twelve 
inches,  ‘hall  be  drawn  along  the  said  road, 
with  more  than  eight  tons  ; that  no  cart  or  oili- 
er carriage  with  two  wheels,  the  same 
breadth  of  wheels  as  the  waggons  aforesaid, 
shall  be  drawn  along  the  said  road  with  more 
than  half  tile  burthen  or  weight  aforesaid; 
and  if  any  cart,  waggon  or  carriage  of  bur- 
then whatsoever,  shall  be  drawn  along  the 
saidroad,  with  a greater  weight  than  is  here* 
by  allowed,  tlie  owner  or  owners  of  such 
carriage,  if  the  excess  ofburtlien  shall  be  three 
hundred  weight  or  upwards,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  four  times  the  customary  tolls  forthe  use 
of  the  company : Provided  always,  That  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company 
by  their  bye  laws,  to  altar  any  or  all  the  regu- 
lations herein  contained  respecting  the  bur- 
them  or  carriages  to  i>e  drawn  over  the  said 
road,  and  to  substitute  other  regulations,  if  up- 
on experiment  such  alteration  shall  be  found 
conducive  to  the  public  good  : Provided  never- 
theless, That  such  regulations  shall  not  lessen 
the  burthens  of  carriages  above  described. 

Sec.  10,  And  be  itfnrther  enacted,  That  the 
provident  and  directors  of  the  said  company 
shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  fair  and  just 
accounts  cf  all  monies  to  be  received  by  them 
from  the  said  commissioners,  first  herein  na- 
med, and  from  the  stockholders  or  subscribers 
to  the  said  undertaking,  on  account  of  their 
several  subscriptions  or  shares,  and  of  all  mo- 
nies by  them  to  be  expended,  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  said  work,  and  shall  once,  at  least, 
ii:  every  year,  submit  such  accounts  to  a gener- 
al meeting  of  the  stockholders,  until  the  said 
road  shall  be  completed,  and  until  al!  the  costs, 
charges  and  expanses  of  effecting  the  same 
shall  be  fully  liquidated,  paid  and  discharged, 
and  if  upon  such  liquidation,  or  whenever  tlie 
whole  capital  Block  of  the  said  company  shall 
he  nearly  expended,  it  shall  be  found  that  the 
said  capital  slock  will  not  be  sufficient  to  com- 
plete the  said  roads,  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may 
he  lawful  for  the  said  stockholders  being  con- 
vened according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  their  bye-laws  and  rules,  to  increase  the 
amount  to  be  paid  on  the  shares  from  time  to 
time  to  such  extent  as  shall  he  necessary  lo  ac- 
complish the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive 
the  increased  amnunt  so  to  be  required  on  such 
shares  in  like  manner  and  under  the  like  pen- 
alties as  are  herein  before  provided  for  the 
original  payments  or  as  shall  be  provided  by 
their  bye  laws. 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  said  president  and  directors  shall  also  keep, 
or  cause  to  be  kept,  just  and  true  accounts  of 
all  monies  to  be  received  by  their  several  col- 
lectors of  tolls  at  the  turnpike  gates  on  the 
said  roads,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a half 
yearly  dividend  of  the  clear  profits  and  income 
thereof,  all  contingent  costs  and  charges  being 
first  deducted,  among  all  the  holders  of  said 
stock,  aiwl  shall  publish  the  half  yearly  divi- 
dend aforesaid  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
the  district  of  Columbia,  and  at  the  lime  and 
place  when  and  where  the  same  w ill  he  paid, 
and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  accor- 
dingly. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  said  corporation,  to 
keep  the  9aid  roads,  as  they  are  respectively 
completed,  in  good  repair  ; and  if  in  neglect 
of  their  said  duty,  the  said  corporation  shall  at 
any  time  suffer  the  said  roads  to  be  out  of  re- 
pair, so  as  to  be  unsafe  or  inconvenient  for 
passengers,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  liable 
to  be  presented  for  such  neglect,  before  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  to  pay  to  the  United  States  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  at 
the  discretion  of  tlie  court,  and  shall  also  he 
responsible  for  all  damages  which  maybe  sus- 
tained by  any  person  or  persons  in  consequence 
of  such  v ant  of  repair,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  of  trespass  on  the  case  in  any  court 
competent  to  try  the  same  ; Provided  always 
and  it  Is  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the 
nett  proceeds  of  toils  collected  oil  said  roads 
shall  amount  to  a sum  sufficient  to  reimburse 
the  capital  wliich  sliJl  be  expended  in  the 
purchase  of  such  land  and  making  said  roads, 
and  twelve  per  cent,  interest  per  annum  there- 
on, to  be  accertained  by  tlie  circuit  court  of 
the  U.  -States,  in  and  for  the  district  of  Co- 
lumbia, the  same  shall  become  free  roads,  and 
tolls  shall  be  no  longer  collected  thereon  ; and 
said  company  sliall  annually  make  returns  to 
said  circuit  court  of  the  amount  of  tlie  tolls 
collected,  and  of  their  necessary  expenses 
so  as  to  enable  said  circuit  court  to  deter- 
mine when  said  tolls  shall  cease. 

Sec.  13.  Ar.J  be  it  further  enacted  That  if 
any  person  or  persons,  riding  in,  or  driving  any 
carriage  of  any  kind,  or  leading,  riding  or  dr,, 
ving  any  horses,  sheep,  hogs,  or  any  kind  of 
cattle  whatever,  on  said  road,  shalipassthrough 
any  private  gate,  bars  or  fence,  or  over  any 
private  way  or  passage,  or  pass  through  any 
toll  gate  under  any  pretended  privilege  or  ex- 
emption, to  which  he  or  she,  or  they  may  not 
he  entitled,  or  do  any  act  or  thing  with  intent 
to  lesson  or  evade  tlie  tolls  for  passing  through 
the  gates  established  under  this  act,  such  person 
or  persons,  for  every  such  offence  i hall  forfeit 
to  the  said  president  and  directors,  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered before  any  justice  ot  the  peace,  with 
costs,  in  the  surni  manner  that  small  debts  are 


recoverable:  Provided,  That  it  shall  not  be 
law  fnl  for  the  company  to  ask,  demand  or 
receive  from  or  for  persons  living  on  or  ad- 
jacent to  the  said  roads,  who  may  have  occa- 
sion to  pass  by  said  road  upon  the  ordinary 
business  relating  to  their  farm,  so  for  as  the 
limits  of ’he  same  may  extend  on  the  roads 
respectively,  who  shall  not  have  any  other 
convenient  read  nr  way  by  which  they  may 
pass  from  one  part  to  appther  part  thereof, 
any  toll  for  passing  on  or  by  either  ot  the 
said  turnpikes.

SPEECH  OP 

Rich -ird  M.  Johnson,  upon  reducing  the 

army  ar.d  navy  of  the  United  Staten; 

delivered  in  the  House  of  Rcprcsen’a- 

lives  of  the  United  Stales;  on  Mon- 
day, the  I6!h  of  April. 

Mr.  Speaker — I did  not  "nitend  to  express  a 
sentiment  upon  this  subject,  when  I entered 
the  house  this  morning  ; hut  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressed by  others  have  made  it  my  duty.  1 
am  in  favor  of  reducing  the  army  ami  navy  up- 
on the  lowest  peace  establishment,  and  shall 
not  hesitate  to  give  that  vote  this  day  upon 
this  principle — that  Congress  has  refused  to 
use  Hie  army  and  navy  for  the  only  legitimate 
purpose  for  which  they  could  be  increased ; 
that  is,  in  vindication  of  our  rights  ; and  in  a- 
vengiiig  the  insults  of  France  and  Great  Brit 
ain. 

The  army  and  navy  are  not  in  themselves  a- 
•iv  resistance  to  foreign  aggression,  unless  you 
use  them.  We  commenced  a system  of  resis- 
tance against  our  foreign  enemies  worthy  the 
cause  of  freemen — the  system  of  embargo  and 
non-ir.tercoursc ; and  we  resolved  that  when 
we  abandoned  the  system  of  commercial  res 
auctions,  we  would  retort  fo  resistance  by 
force.  Hence  the  necessity  of  increasing  the 
army  and  navy:  and  under  a just  conviction 
that  the  honor  of  the  nation  required  prepara- 
tion to  meet  a state  of  war,  many  voted  for 
this  additional  force.  But  we  arc  about  to  a- 
bandon  commercial  restrictions,  and  we  have 
utterly  refused  to  use  force  for  the  purposes  of 
protection,  and  still  we  are  required  to  keep 
up  the  army  and  navy.  Unless  you  use  them, 
the  army  and  navy,  in  time  of  peace,  are  en- 
gines of  oppressjun,  and  beyond  an  economi- 
cal peace  establishment  they  are  inadmissible. 
Expences  are  incurred  for  no  valuable  purpose, 
but  the  consequences  are  mischievous.  We 
shall  want  a few  despatch  vessels  and  a few 
soldiers  to  guard  the  Indian  frontiers  and  to 
keep  in  order  the  fortifications  on  the  sea 
board  : the  balance  is  useless,  and  in  fact,  per- 
nicious. Will  the  people  ot  the  United  jStatcs 
in  time  of  peace  pay  six  millions  of  dollars  for 
armies  and  navies  annually;  which  you  permit 
to  sleep  in  camp,  and  pass  the  idle  hours  in  a 
frigate,  while  the  deep  wounds  inflicted  upon 
this  once  happy  country  are  fresh  bleeding  ? If 
this  army  and  navy  were  used  in  co-operation 
with  other  force  for  the  advantage  of  the  peo- 
ple, the  six  millions  would  be  nothing ; it  would 
not  raise  a murmur ; at  least  not  with  those 
who  would  expend  millions  for  defence,  but 
would  not  pay  a cent  for  tribute.  It  would  not 
therefore  be  the  expence  alone  that  should  in- 
duce me  to  disband  the  army  and  dismantle 
the  navy.  Why  did  net  the  people  complain  of 
the  armies  ami  the  expences  of  the  revolution  > 
The  object  was  glorious  ! the  attainment  was 
valuable  1 Why  did  not  the  people  complain 
of  the  army  and  the  expence  incurred  by  era- 
ploying  it  against  the  Indians  after  the  treaty  of 
’83  1 Because  the  honor,  the  safety,  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  nation  demanded  it.  Why 
were  the  armies  and  navies  under  the  federal 
administration  unpopular  1 Because  the  people 
did  not  see  the  necessity  of  such  forces.  They 
thought,  and  correctly  too,  that  war  had  been 
provoked  with  France  (at  that  time  thought  to 
be  fighting  for  independence)  for  the  purpose 
of  British  alliance  ; an.l  with  this  parade  and 
expence,  our  rights  at  home  were  abridged, 
and  the  political  institutions  of  the  country 
threatened.  Why  have  not  the  people  com- 
plained of  the  increase  of  the  army  and  navy 
under  the  last  years  of  Mr.  Jefferson’s  admin- 
istration 1 Because  they  believed  one  should 
have  been  sent  to  the  Canadas,  and  the  other 
to  drive  smuggling  vessels  from  our  waters  ; 
and  the  only  complaint  made  is,  that  we  have 
failed  to  use  the  physical  force  of  the  nation  to 
chastise  the  aggressions  of  other  nations.  To 
our  humiliation  and  everlasting  degradation, 
we  have  refused  to  use  the  means  in  our  power 
to  induce  foreign  nations  to  do  us  justice.  I 
will  not  make  that  melancholy  situation  wot  sc 
by  keepingan  army  and  navy  at  the  expence  of 
six  millions,  which  oust  drive  us  to  tha  ne- 
cessity of  taxing  the  people,  or  of  increasing 
the  debt  of  the  revolution.  I want  neither  ar- 
mies nor  navies  in  time  of  peace. 

The  annals  of  human  nature  have  not  given 
to  the  world  the  sad  example  of  a nation  so 
powerful,  so  free,  so  intelligent,  so  jealous  of 
their  rights,  and  at  the  same  time  so  grossly 
insulted,  'so  materially  injured,  under  such 
extraordinary  forbearance.  I have  preferred  a 
strong  system  of  commercial  restriction, 
know  it  would  be  efficacious  if  enforced.  But 
if  this  will  not  do,  rather  than  sumbit  one  mo- 
ment to  the  tyranny  and  oppression  of  France 
and  Great  Britain,  I would  vote  for  a positive 
and  unequivocal  declaration  of  war  against 
both  powers.  We  are  able  to  maintain  our 
independence  against  the  combined  powers  of 
the  world ; and  were  we  not,  the  whole  world 
is  combined  against  us,  and  submission  would 
not  alter  our  situation.  Tlie  people  will  not 
submit  to  be  unionized  and  give  up  their  hide 
ptndence.  This  is  their  motto ; they  will  teach 
it  to  the  rising  generation,  and  it  will  remain  as 
long  as  memory  itself.  War  should  be  the  last 
sad  resort ; but  war  rather  than  submission. 

I will  be  satisfied  with  any  measure  that  will 
hold  up  honorable  resistance  to  foreign  foes, 
hut  less  I will  not  agree  to. 

Negociation  1 This  is  in  our  way.  I am  wil- 
ling  to  try  negociation  until  all  are  satisfied,  if 
we  can  in  the  mean  time  keep  up  a system  of 
honorable  opposition  to  tlie  pretensions  of  the 
naval  powers  of  Europe.  But  I will  not  sub- 
mit to  foreign  insult,  abandon  my  country’s 
rights,  and  then  knock  at  the  door  of  negocia 
tion  and  humbly  ask  admittance.  It  must  be 
effectually  opened  upon  reciprocal  dispositions 
or  I never  would  intrude  upon  their  mercy.  1 
expect  nothing  however  from  negociation.  1 
have  no  faith  in  the  promises  of  kings  or  cm- 
perors.  I will  no  longer  confide  in  the  justice 
of  nations,  who  feel  power  and  forget  right 
I must  see  the  act  and  deed  signed,  sealed  and 
delivered,  before  I shall  eter  believe  in  its 
obligatory  force.  AV e still  wait  for  negociation 
— we  wait  in  vain.  I consider  negociation  as 
closed.  How  long  sliall  we  expect  and  de- 
pend upon  negociation  ? Shall  we  be  forever 
amused  with  this  fascinating  charm  until  our 
chains  are  forged?  Shall  we  never  awake  to 
our  situation  1 We  are  prevented  from  assert- 
ing the  rights  of  this  nation  bv  the  pendency  of 
negociation:  1 will  wait  no  longer,  nor  build 
my  hopes  upon  such  expectations.  1 would 
tab  - measures  which  should  furnh.lt  some  in- 


ducement for  negoiation,  and  then  we  should 
have  it ; hut  never,  so  long  as  we  invite  ag- 
gression by  submission. 

Bonaparte  talks  through  his  minister  of  the 
sacredness  of  neutral  l ights  in  the  same  mo- 
ment that  they  are  prostrated  by  Ins  lawless 
power.  'He  declares  that  his  decrees  w ill  re- 
main in  force  as  long  as  the  British  orders,  or 
the  same  policy  with  those  oidcrs.  England 
lias  declared  that  her  system  will  not  he  aban- 
doned as  to  the  United  States  but  upon  certain 
conditions  which  would  be  a literal  as  well  as 
Dractica!  surrender  of  our  independence.  This 
is  our  situation,  and  every  arrival  from  Europe 
brings  accounts  of  new  distresses  and  provo- 
cations, yet  still  we  are  waiting  the  news  from 
Europe.  What  strange  infatuation  lias  seized 
up—t  tlie  human  mind  1 Expect  justice  from 
those  whose  justice  is  power!  What  induce- 
ment have  foreign  nations  lo  cease  their  nefa- 
rious aggressions  1 Is  it  because  we  have  re- 
ceded from  the  ground  of  resistance  which 
was  assumed  by  Congress ! Will  they  cease  be- 
cause they  have  grown  rich  u|ion  the  spoils  of 
our  property  smiths  plunder  of  our  commerce  ! 
Let  us  remember  the  fable  and  depend  upon 
ourselves.  Providence  has  never  withdrawn 
her  guardian  care  from  the  only  country  which 
holds  out  to  the  unfortunate  of  every  climate  a 
place  of  refuge  and  rest.  Let  us  look  to  our- 
selves ; let  us  unite  ; let  us  dismiss  our  fears. 
The  danger  apprehended  is  ideal — tlteii  win 
tremble  and  look  dismayed  ? 1 fear  neither  the 

conscripts  of  Napoleon  nor  the  British  navy  : 
they  may  injure,  but  cannot  enslai  c us.  Pro- 
mises will  do  no  longer — reparation-  only  can 
atone.  llre  all  agree  that  our  wrongs  cannot 
be  ajrgrav  ated — ail  say  we  have  just  cause  of 
hostility — that  at  this  moment  France  and 
Great  Britain  have  decrees  in  force,  which 
regulate  at  their  pleasure  the  (expoi  I at  ion  of 
our  own  produce— the  produce  of  our  own  soil 
and  labor.  Tins  being  admitted,  let  me  :ok 
whether  this  nation  is  able  and  willing  to  ' in- 
dicate her  own  honor  and  maintain  her  inhe- 
rent rights  against  foreign  encroachment ! T he 
people  are  able  and  willing — who  will  (len\  ii  : 
To  say  otherwise  is  an  unfounded  calumny  on 
the  American  people. 

A republican  government  is  tlie  strongest 
government  in  the  world : it  is  founded  upon 
principles  of  affection,  virtue,  intelligence, 
wisdom  and  self  preservation.  I never  will 
consent  to  purchase  British  or  Gallic  friend- 
ship : it  would  make  them  look  upon  u,  with 
contempt — they  would  despise  us  for  the  want 
of  union  and  energy.  And  what  need  we  ex- 
pect from  submission  ? This  will  not  satisfy 
tyrants.  No  sir  1 They  will  chastise  you  for 
the  very  act  of  submission.  Do  they  press  us 
for  the  sole  satisfaction  of  seeing  a great  repub- 
lic humbled  ? They  arc  actuated  by  other  mo- 
tives— the  motives  of  gain  and  plunder.  But 
it  is  said  we  cannot  fight  tlie  whole  world 
Then  let  us  tell  France  and  Great  Britain  to 
continue  their  spoliations  until  they  make  a 
treaty  with  each  other — or  until  one  nation 
wifi  agree  to  forbear  while  we  fight  the  other; 
and  when  we  have  proved  successful,  we  must 
then  invite  the  other  to  open  combat-  Others 
say  vve  must  not  interfere  in  the  European 
wars — the  two  war  ring  powers  are  a good 
counterpoise.  This  is  complaisance  indeed, 
to  say  to  those  who  are  trampling  upon  us— 
We  will  not  resist  until  you  tight  it  out,  and 
so  soon  as  you  have  ended  tlie  conflict,  we 
will  fight  you  single  handed. 

I am  not  astonished  at  any  doctrine  now- 
a-days,  or  I should  be  at  this.  In  my  o- 
pinion,  the  circumstance  of  our  having  to 
resist  the  insults  of  both  nations,  is  not  at 
all  unpropitious.  I had  rather  be  at  war 
with  both  nations  while  engaged  with  each 
other,  than  fight  either  nation  single  hand- 
ed. But  some  are  afraid  of  a British,  some 
of  a French  alliance.  There  is  no  neces- 
sity for  either,  nor  would  I ever  cuter  into 
such  alliance.  If  we  should  he  drawn  into 
the  war,  we  should  have  to  fight  for  our 
own  rights,  ami  never  enter  into  any  ar- 
rangement that  would  bind  the  United 
States  to  keep  up  the  war  one  single  mo- 
ment after  we  should  have  received  satis- 
faction. 

But  look  to  the  papers  from  England.  There 
is  no  danger  of  war.  We  want  nothing  but 
Justice,  and  were  we  to  demand  it  in  a lone 
that  would  convince  England  w ar  would  be 
the  result  of  its  being  longer  withheld,  vve 
should  receive  justice  in  twenty  four  hours. 
So  with  France — nothing  is  wanting  but  firm- 
ness. In  England,  members  of  parliament  say 
they  cannot  maintain  a war  with  the  United 
Slates  at  this  period.  England  and  France 
have  generally  pressed  us  at  the  same  time  ; 
as  one  advances,  so  does  the  other,  and  as  wc 
take  firm  measures,  they  both  recede,  and  when 
we  temporise  they  advance.  This  should  teach 
us  wisdom.  Let  it  never  l>e  recorded  upon 
the  journals  of  this  house  that  the  people  are 
unable  or  unwilling  to  maintain  at  any  hazard, 
theircharactcr,  their  rights  and  independence. 
The  records  may  be  stained  with  such  a vote, 
but  that  will  not  make  it  true.  We  are  afraid 
to  trust  ourselves,  and  we  pretend  that  we  arc 
afraid  to  trust  the  people.  My  hopes  have  rest- 
ed and  always  will  rest  upon  the  people  ; they 
constitute  my  last  hope.  We  may  disgr.ee 
ourselves  by  our  acts,  hut  the  people  will  rise 
in  the  majesty  of  their  strength,  and  the  world 
will  be  interested  in  the  spectacle  : wc  our- 
selves should  venerate  tlie  firmness  we  could 
not  imitate.  A peop'e  who  might  have  avoid- 
ed a seven  years’  bloody  war  if  they  had  co.). 
sentedtopay  a contribution — a tax  of  three- 
pence upon  a pound  of  tea—  there  is  not  a disk 
m the  character  of  such  a people  to  make  iis 
despond.  Armed  with  ridicule  and  the  cries  ol 
alarm,  the  opposition  have  driven  us  from  every 
honorable  ground  heretofore  assumed,  and  we 
are  at  tlie  end  of  the  session  upon  the  brink  of 
submission  ; the  n tion  is  represented  as  a sick 
child  crying  after  f.i  igncoimi  rce  ami  unable 
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great  belligerent  powers.  In  his  letter  ... 
committee  cf  ways  and  means,  upon  the  .com- 
subject,  this  session,  lie  says,  the  proceeus  of 
the  public  lands  would  alone,  slowly,  perhaps, 
hut  certainly,  extinguish  a much  greater  debt 
than  the  United  States  fiSvo  it  now  in  their 
power  to  create.  With  these  two  distinct 
sources  of 'revenue,  v.c  are  told  of  our  pover- 
ty, and  want  of  resources.  The  secretary  of 
the  treasury  has  pointed  out  tlie  ways  and 
means,  and  it  belongs  to  us  to  use  them  with 
discretion,  or  not  use  them  at  all. 

1 will  not  go  b..ck  for  causes  to  justify  a 
system  of  resistance.

CIIMIJUMC  ATION. 

TO  PREVENT'  sVoVfc  FRtnt  VROIg  FALL- 
ING BEFORE  IT  IS  RIPE.* 

The  Curc'ulio  is  an  insect  of  the  bug 
or  beetle  kind,  which  deposits  iti  eggs  in 
the  tender  fruit,  where  i:  is  nourished,  and 
bv  that  means  thefpecies  are  perpetuated. 
Although  this  infect  is  furnished  with 
wings,  it  is  very  reluctant  in  ufing  them  ; 
and  perhaps-  never  employs  them,  but 
when  compelled  by  neceffity  to  migrate. 

The  Curculios  delight  most  in  the 
fmooth  skinned  * stone  fruits, — fucli  as 
Plufnbs,  Cherries,  See. — they  ascend  in 
swarms  fr6m  the  earth,  crawl  up  the  trees, 
& as  rlitr  fruit  advances  puncture  the  skin 
and  cl  ephsit  their  eggs  ; the  fruit  immedi- 
ately becomes  gummy,  sickly,  and  short- 
ly falls  off : — to  prevent  which  the  follow- 
ing eafy  remedy  will  prove  effectual. 

RF.CIPE.  As  foon  as  your  fruit  trees 
are  in  bloffom,  take  a list  of  cloth,  or 
1 any  other  substance,  and  dip  it  in  tar  and 
tie  it  round  the  body  of  your  tree  ; and 
from  time  to  time  fupplv  the  list  with 
frelh  tar,  until  your  fruit  is  ripe.  This 
will  prevent  the  assent  of  the  insect,  and 
thereby  Cave  the  fruit. 

Much  fruit  may  now  be  saved  by  the 
above  method,  as  not  half  the  fruit  is  yet 
punctured  : but  before  applying  the  tar- 
red list,  it  would  be  well  to  dislodge  thofe 
already  on  the  tree  by  fome  means.

State  of  the  U.  States  Army. 

Mr.  Newton,  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the 
mortality  which  prevailed  in  the  detach- 
ment of  the  army  ordered  for  the  defence 
of  New-Orleans,  made  a long  report,  ac- 
companied with  various  depositions  and  o- 
ther  papers.  The  report  concludes  as  fol- 
lows : 

1 The  committee  from  a knowledge  which 
they  have  acquired  of  the  climate  of  New- 
Orleans  and  of  the  country  surrounding  it, 
and  from  the  facts  stated  in  the  depositions 
arc  of  opinion  that  the  mortality  in  the  de- 
tachment ordered  to  N.  Orleans  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  following  causes:  • 

‘1.  Tile  detachment  consisting  of  new 
levies. 

•Mlv.  The  insalubrity  of  the  climate, 
the  siimmer  and  autumn  of  the  year  180V 
being  unusually  sickly. 

‘ adly.  To  the  nature  of  the  ground  on 
which  the  detachment  was  encamped  at 


Terre  aux  Boeof,  and  the  detention’ of  it  at 
that  place  during  the  whole  of  the  sum- 
mer, contrary,  as  the  committee  conceive 
to  the  instructions  contained  in  the  letter 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  bearing  date  the 
30th  of  April,  1809. 

‘4thly.  To  the  want  of  sound  and  whole- 
some provisions  and  of  vegetables— the 
want  of  an  hospital  and  of  hospital  stores 
and  medicines. 

‘5thly.  The  excessive  fatigues  to  which 
the  troops  were  subjected  in  clearing, ditch- 
ing and  draining  the  ground  on  which  they 
were  encamped. 

‘ 6thly.  To  the  want  of  repose  during 
the  night,  owing  to  the  troops  not  being 
provided  with  bars  or  nc’s  to  protect  them 
from  the  annoyance  of  niusquitoes. 

‘7thly.  The  want  of  cleanliness  in  the 
camp,  the  nature  of  the  position  rendering 
it  almost  impracticable  to  preserve  it. 

-‘Stilly.  The  sick  and  well  being  confi- 
ned to  the  same  tents,  which  neither  pro- 
tected them  sufficiently  from  the  heat  of 
the  sun,  nor  kept  them  dry  from  dews  and 
rains.’ 

’Flic  report  attd  documents  were  ordered 
to  be  printed. 


NEW- YORK,  May  13. 

FRO$f  CADIZ. — Yesterday  arrived 
at  this  port,  the  ship  Ariadne,  captain 
Burrowes,  from  Cadiz — from  which 
place  she  sailed  on  the  4th  of  April. 

('.apt.  Burrowes  informs,  that  a Bri- 
tish fleet  with  5000  troops  had  arrived 
from  England,  and  were  embarking  the 
day  he  sailed.  14  British  ships  oftlie 
line  were  in  Cadiz  buy.  The  Spanish 
and  British  armies  were  determined  to 
hold  Cadiz.  The  French  army  was 
on  the  opposite  shore,  and  engaged  in 
erecting  fortifications.  All  the  ships 
were  in  mournini-  at  Gibraltar;  in  con- 
sequence of  the  death  of  Admiral  Lord 
Collingwood,  commander  of  the  British 
squadron  in  the  Mediterranean,  who  di- 
ed off  Toulon  aboutthc  middle  of  March 
Fits  body  was  brought  to  Cadiz  in  the 
Victory  of  74  guns,  and  afterwards  put 
on  board  a frigate  which  sailed  for  Eng- 
land on  the  3d  April.  American  pro- 
duce high  at  Cadiz. 

On  Saturday,  the  ship  Laura,  captain 
Taber,  arrived'here  in  42  days  from 
Hull.  London  papers  two  days  later 
than  hy  former  arrivals,  have  been  re- 
ceived, bpt  the  following  are  the  only 
articles  worthy  of  notice. — It  was  un- 
derstood in  England  that  the  prelimina- 
ries of  a treaty  had  beet^  agreed  upon 
between  our  minister  and  the  British 
government — and  that  Mr.  Pinkney  had 
been  complimented  wiis  an  elegant 
dinner  on  the  occasion.  A passenger 
in  the  Laura,  states,  that  a fleet  of  22 
sail  of  the  line  were  fitting  out  at  Eng- 
land, with  all  possible  expedition,  des- 
tined it  was  supposed  against  Croen- 
stadt. 

London,  March  23. — We  received 
last  night  French  and  Dutch  papers  to 
the  15th  and  18th  of  this  month — 
they  are  in  general  interesting.  Rus- 
sia has  openly  acknowledged  all  the  e- 
vils  entailed  on  her  by  her  subserviency 
to  France,  and  has  proclaimed  a nation- 
al bankruptcy  by  an  Ukase,  which  the 
Monitcur  acknowledges  to  be  Remark- 
able. 

The  minature  portrait  of  Bonaparte, 
which  he  sent  to  the  Princess  Maria 
Louisia,  is  set  in  16  Solitairas,  each  of 
which  is  estimated  at  30,000  florins. 

By  a Heligoland  mail,  arrived  this 
morning  we  have  received  German 
letters  and  papers  to  the  date  of  March 
1 I. — By  these  it  appears  that  the  spec- 
ulations on  the  continent,  are  strongly 
in  favor  of  an  alliance,  offensive  and  de- 
fensive, between  France  and  Austria 
the  object  of  which  is  to  compel  Tur- 
key to  enter  into  the  general  league  a- 
gainst  this  country,  and  shutout-  com- 
merce out  of  all  the  ports  of  the  Levant. 
It  is  also  stated  that  Prussia  has  been 
called  upon  by  France  to  he  prepared 
to  engage  in  a war  with  any  Northern 
Power,  in  allusion  it  is  supposed  to  Rus- 
sia, 

American  papers  to  the  20th  ult.  ar- 
rived in  town  yesterday. 

The  question  on  the  comparative 
disadvantages  of  war  with  Great  Britain 
and  France,  have  occasioned  much  dis- 
cussion in  congress,  and  indeed  through- 
out the  United  States  ; and  we  are  hap- 
py to  find  a more  just  disposition  to  ap- 
preciate the  consequences  of  a war  with 
this  country,  than  has  hitertobeen  dis- 
played in’America,  begins  to  be  preva- 
lent. The  resolutions  of  the  local  le- 
gislature of  Massachusetts,  on  the  dis- 
missal  'ofMr.  Jackson,  refer  to  1 1 is  sub- 
ject, and  cannot  fail  we  should  hope,  to 
make  a due  impression  on  every  sober- 
minded  man  in  the  United  States. 

Letters  received  yesterday  from  the 
coast  of  F" ranee  state,  that  all  the  Ame- 
rican property  seized  in  the  several 
ports  of  that  country  to  the  9th  inst. 
had  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  paid 
into  the  French  treasury.  The  amount 
is  said  to  he  considerable.  It  is  added 
that  general  Armstrong,  on  receiving  a 
notification  to  this  effect  from  the 
French  minister,  sent  back  a strong  re- 
monstrance on  the  subject,  which  was 
however,  expected  to  attend  with  no 
good  effect.  Bonaparte,  we  believe, 
next  to  ourselves,  hates  the  Americans 
most  cordially  ; we  only  wonder  that 
any  persons  in  the  United  States  can  he 
so  blinded  by  their  partiality  to  France, 
and  hy  their  prejudices  against  this 
country,  as  not  to  see  that  if  wc  should 
fall  under  the  power  of  France,  Ameri- 
ca could  not  exist  6 months  as  an  inde- 
pendent slate.

On  the  subject  of  the  adjustment  of 
differences  between  this  country  and 
America,  we  have  little  to  add  to  the 
communication  that  every  thing  is  set- 
tled as  far  as  it  can  he  done  on  this  side 
of  the  water.

THE  PICTURE  OF  A HERO!! 
FROM  GIB  BOX. 

Af.er  the  second  victory  of  Relijmius, 
envy  again  vt-.nsperrd,  Justinian  listen*;!, 
and  the  hero  w u recalled  “The  rent 
“ natrt  of  the  Gothic  war  Wss  no  longer 
“ worthy  o his  presence  : a gracious  sove- 
“ reign  aias  impatient  to  reward  his  ser. 
“ vices,  and  to  consult  his  wiidom  ; and 
“ he  lone  was  i apable  of  defending  the 
“ Fast  agiinst  the  innumerable  armies  oi 
*'  Persia.”  Belisarius  understood  the  sus- 
picion, accepted  the  excuse,  embarked  at 
Baveuna  his  spoils  St  trophies;  and  proved, 
6y  his  ready  oQcdience,  that  such  an  ab- 
rupt removal  from  the  government  of  Ita- 
ly was  not  less  unjust  than  it  might  havr 
been  indiscreet.  The  emperor  received 
with  hoitcurable  courtesy,  both  Vitiges 
and  his  more  noble  consort : and  as  the 
king  of  the  Goths  conformed  to  the  Atha- 
nasian  faith,  he  obtained,  with  a rich  in- 
heritance of  lands  in  Asia,  the  rank  of 
senator  and  patrician.  Every  spectator 
admired,  without  peril,  the  strength  and 
stature  of  the  young  barbarians  : they 
adored  the  majesty  of  the  throne,  and 
promised  to  shed  their  blood  in  the  ser- 
vice  of  their  benefactor.  Justinian  depo- 
sited in  the  Byzantine  palace  the  trea- 
sures of  the  Gothic  monarchy.  A flitter- 
ing  senatft  was  sometimes  ad  nittari  to 
gaze  on  the  magnificent  spectacle  ; bunt 
was  enviously  • cluurd  from  the  public 
view  ; and  the  conqueror  of  Italy  renoun- 
ced, without  a murmur,  perhaps  wi'iiout 
a sigh,  the  well-gamed  honours  of  a second 
triumph.

INTERIOR  NAVIGATION. 

Better  practical  evidence  perhaps 
cannot  be  given  of  the  vast  national 
importance  of  the  interior  navigation  of 
our  country,  and  the  facility  of  inter- 
course which  already  exists  between 
the  immense  stream  rivers  of  the  West, 
and  the  tide  w aters  of  the  Eastern  side 
of  the  continent,  than  a recital  of  the 
following  circumstances  which  tve 
have  great  pleasuie  in  giving  to  the 
public.  v 

On  Monday,  the  7th  inst.  arrived  at 
the  office  of  the  Superintcndant  of  In- 
dian trade  in  Georgetown,  a large  quan- 
tity of  Beaver  and  other  valuable  Furrs 
collected  at  the  United  States’  factories 
at  Fort  Osage,  on  the  Missouri,  and 
Fort  Madison,  on  the  Upper  Mississip- 
pi. Of  the  two  thousand  miles  which 
this  valuable  cargo  hus  been  thus  trans- 
ported, it  was  water-borne  the  whole 
distance,  except  about  1 30  miles,  to  wit, 
down  the  Missouri  and  Upper  Missis- 
sippi to  St.  Louis,  thence  down  the 
Mississippi  and  up  the  Ohio  to  Wheel- 
ing in  boats;  from  this  place  across  to 
Cumberland  in  waggons,  and  again  in 
boats,  from  Cumberland  down  the  Po- 
tomac, to  tide  water  in  the  district  ol 
Columbia.
